And Now What? 

An Hdi tonal 

Tlic School I .< i.in is dead, crushed under a weight of confusion, 
n ^information, jealousies and suspicions. Perhaps it is hot. for 
now we must start with a clean slate that >rives no chance for 
accusations of hroken promises or misunderstandings. 

Something must he done, and by the irony ot government, 
the School Hoard must do it. The loan was designed to relieve 
overcrowded grades in the elementary department, and as this 
condition will grow worse, instead of better, immediate relief must 
be sought. 

What can the School Hoard do"' The loan was defeated in 
anticipation of the combination of XarWrth High School with 
Lower Merion, and no delay should he permitted in pushing this 
matter to a conclusion. The Hoard has but one course: 

l-'irst. determine whether the majority of our taxpayers want 
tlte combination with Lower Merion. If any doubt still exists on 
t lii -. point, an immediate poll should he taken. 

Second, obtain sufficient funds to pay the tuition expenses. 
If the Hoard cannot do that from current funds, it becomes the 
dim of those who destroyed the loan to join at once in a construc- 
tive plan to secure the necessary funds. 

Third, send our High School students to Ardmore. thus vacat- 
ing enough rooms to accommodate the present overflow. 

Finally, prepare a new loan, to be submitted next fall, to build 
the necessary elementary plant, and convert the High School Huild- 
ing to conform with the State laws. 

It is miite a program, and one which must be pushed without 
delav. The whole question to date has nothing but a destructive 
aspect. It would be a living disgrace to Narbcrth and to theni- 
selves if the principals in the drama to this point should leave the 
stage without helping to clear up the mess. 

If a survey is thought necessary to discover public sentiment. 
< iru Thwn will gladlv conduct such a poll, similar to the Literary 
Pi'icxt vote recently taken. The actual mailing expenses must be 
taken care of elsewhere, hut wc possess the facilities to conduct 
the siir\cy if such is needed. 

"Haste" is the watchword of the matter from now on. for we 
must not permit the school doors to open next fall on such crowded 
conditions as we now have. There have been no dearth ot ideas 
in the past four weeks. Now is the time that these ideas will he 
needed. 



The JVeckly Newspaper 



Artcmas Ward, one of the great students of the psychology of pub- 
licity, mice made the following address before the merchants of a small 
town in New York State: & 

A country weekly newspaper doing a business of five thousand dol- 
lars a year is worth fifty thousand dollars to the business and professional 
men of the community, and can be made worth one hundred thousand 
dollars a year to them. If yon don't believe that statement, try to get 
along without your paper. 

To talk about " supporting' ' your newspaper is about as damphool- 
isli as to talk about supporting a store, a hank, or a manufacturing enter- 
prise. You wouldn't be much in the world if you didn't trade in i> 
store, have a bank account, and have some outlet for the energy of the 
citizens. 

Too many business men look upon thb local newspaper as an incubus, 
a sort of charity. Yet the local paper is as much a public institution as 
the public library, the churches, the hospitals, or even the commercial 
club — with the difference that it gives more direct returns, in dollars and 
cents to the individual and to the community at large. 

When a business man advertises in his local newspaper, it is with 
avowed intention of building up his business; but he really also helps to 
build up the town and everything in it. The professional man does 
more, because his advertising helps the town more than it does him — 
directly. The man, business or professional, who does not pay for his 
share of the town 's publicity, is a parasite, taking advantage of his 
fellowmen. 

Can't you tell what sort of a town a place is from the looks of its 
newspaper? If the paper is of the boosting sort, and is backed up by 
the business and professional men, doesn't the town get a reputation for 
being progressive? 

The newspaper's stock in trade is publicity. You would not go into 
a store and ask the proprietor to give you a pair of shoes, for instance; 
yet too often the publisher is asked to give nway his stock in trade — 
advertising for the individual or the city— or sell it for less tha.n cost. 
If you could keep count of the dcmniuls of this sort made on your pub- 
lisher every week you would laugh. 

If a business or professional man were to appear before this club 
and ask for more business, you would ask him why he did not sell some- 
thing worth buying, and why he did not advertise. 

In proportion to the benefits, individual and general, advertising is 
one of the cheapest things in the world. There arc men who will tell 
you they do not believe in advertising. Do you know why? They are 
content to gather up crumbs that fall from the table of the progressive 
merchant who advertises his business and his town. Every time one of 
your stores advertises a sale it brings people into this town; their buying 
instinct is aroused and they visit other stores. The advertiser gets 
direct returns, but the others take advantage of his expenditure without 
a cent of cost. 

You expect your publisher to boost your town as one of the he*t on 
God's green earth. He is asked to do things for which nobody will 
father the responsibility. Every time there is a civic opportunity, you 
call on him for help. You know the functions and value of your news- 
paper as well as I do; so why elaborate? 

Let me tell you, positively, that even a mediocre newspaper is a 
great factor in the growth and advancement of a community. There is 
never a time when advertising will not pay. If you do not owo a debt 
of obligation to your newspaper, you owe it to your community. The 
community hns a right to expect your co-operation in making the news- 
paper the representative of your community. 

Every time your name is published in a list of contributors to some 
charity, that is free advertising: — free advertising that the publisher 
gives cheerfully, because it boosts the town. 

Every hit of publicity produces direct and indirect results for the 
man who pays for it; It produces results for every other business and 
professional. man in town, whether or not he evades his responsibility. 
It produces results -for every man, woman, and child in the community. 

The country editor is not a pig-headed, idealistic individual; he is 
out for the same thing as you are — to mako money. And his best inter- 
ests are the best interest of his town. 

Do you think it fair that he should shoulder the greatest part of 
the burden; that he should give his time, money, and often his very 
heart's blood to the service of the community, for barely a living wage, 
and: sometimes not- even that t Yet these services are offered willingly 
as a free /premium on an investment that will return you sure resultfl. 
•'"■■- •<)r,'do^ r oU"1;hlnk it right that a few 1 -business and professional men . 
should .carry their; Ahare of the town 's publicity, while some others evade 
their responsibility t . 

The newspaper is a civic, asset and a civic responsibility. That 
burden of responsibility sho'uld be borne by the business men of the' 
town, as they are tho ones who benefit moist. And that burden should 
be divided in strict proportion to the benefit possible of attainment. '
